Disease in Books.

Microscopes have brought to 
light the fact that bacilli sometimes over- 
sprinkle a page with the frequency of 
periods and commas."* The handling ol 
such a book might be fatal to the reader. 
It is not actually known that many ill- 
nesses result from such causes, but there 
is always the danger."—Indianapolis 
Sun.
